Article VI 



L Appropnate representatives of the two governments may ffom time to 
'tiirie: make such, arrangements with respect to Peace Corps Volunteer? 
and Peace Corps prograros in Ugaflida as appear necessary o£ desirable for 
the purpose of implementing this agreement. 

2. Any di$putes arising under tliis agreement .shall be resolved anxicably by

This, .agreement may be amended from time to time by mutual consent of the 
two govemmencs: Aiiy such amendment shall be in writing. In the event of a 
conflict between this agreement and a future agreement regarding cooperatiign: 
to facilitate assistance between die United States and Uganda!, this agreeJmeiHi* 
shaB prevail concerning tlie Peace Corps program.
